Jackson, tne Tough. 


William Kiley Jackson, the young man 


in the Bloomington jail, charged with the 
murder of liiobard Parr, at, Danverp, last 
week, is a toneb well known to the Deca- 
tnr police, His father and brothers for- 
mtirly lived near Deoatur, and cpent moel 
of their time huckstering, trading horees 
and living a roving life. In August, 1883, 
young Jackson got on a spree ia this city 
with a gullible youth named Doreey Hall, 
a stranger in the tuvrn, who had a watch 
and some money to buy the liquid which 
makes men drunk. Hall and Jackson 
had a high old time, and finally the latter, 
who kept reasonably sober, induced the 
former to go with him to the hillside be- 
low the wooden tray factory. There they 
quarreled and came to blowe, Jackaon 
with a revolver beating Hall over the 
bead and lacerating his face frightfully. 
Ball, with his clothing saturated with 
bis lifeblood, managed to come up town 
and tell his sensational story of attempted 
robbery and murder on the part of Jack- 
son 
Officer Hartley hurried to the scene 


of the fight and captured Jackson, put- 
ting him in j»il. Hall went to the hos- 
pital and remained there several weeks, 
then he disappeared. Jackaon waa ia- 
dieted for robbery and assault to do bod- 
ily injury. In January of last year, be- 
cause ot the continued absence of Hall, 
the robbery charge WM nolled, and Jack- 
ion got a sentence of sixty days in the 
county jail on pleading guilty to acsaulb 
ifter serving out his sentence he disap- 
peared and was not beard of afterward 
until the tragedy near Bloomingtoo was 
committed. 
The killing grew out of 


ealousy, and the woman in the case ia 
lion Austin, who has since gone wee*. 
FacksoD traveled' from Memphis, Tenn, 
a Bloomington with the avowed inten- 
tion of killing Parr.

There was 
no hereditary law which transmitted the 
sccplcv from o-no queen to another. 
There was no dynastic code to which 
she was con/peilad to conform once, 
she had grasped it.

Spots, fin- 
ger-marks on paint disappear under its 
magical influence, and it is equally 
effective on floor and oil cloth, though 
it must be used with care on the latter 
or it will injure the polish. There is 
nothing to equal it in cleaning the 
silverware, and it gives a higher polish 
and keeps clean longer than anything 
else. If the silver be only slightly tar- 
nished put two teaspoonfuls of am- 
monia into a quart of hot water, brush 
the tarnished articles with it and dry 
with a chamois. If bailly discolored, 
they may need a little whitening pre- 
vious to the washing.

For fine muslin or delicate 
lace it is invaluable, aa it cleans with- 
out rubbing the finest fabrics. Put a 
few drops into your sponge bath in hot 
weather, and you will be astonished at 
the result, as it imparts coolness to the 
skin. Uso it to clean hair brushes, and 
to wash any hair or feathers to be used 
for beds or pillows. When employed 
in anything that is not especially soiled 
use the water afterwards for the house 
plants that are taken down from their 
usual position and immerso in the tub 
of water.

Tne Great "Deep Snow." 


In time of a very severe storm such as De- 


catur has had this week, th ugh the fall of the 
fl< eoy was comparatively light, 'old timers,'" 
those citizens whose memories ran back 
beyond the 30's, love to tell what they know 
about the §to>m that wait a storm. They tell 
it over and over again with many variations, 
but they all Btlofc to the text as nearly as pos- 
sible for the 'oldest inhabitant" who is accus- 
tomed to spinning yarns to umazo thb Into 
comers. It IB wn tton and told that the winter 
of 1830-31 IB known among the pioneer settlers 
of Illinois as the time of "the deep enow." 
Up to that time t is claim d that >be climate 
of the central part of the elate was so mild 
that cotton was a good crop- in fact, that Illi- 
nois was as ftood a cotton state aj Georgia. 
About Christmas, 1830, tho rain which was tall- 
ing turned to snow, which continued to fall 
until it lay at least throe feet on a level all 
over the etate. The rain toll and a hard cruet 
formed on top of the snow. For nearly thvco 
mor h afterward the ther nomoterdidaotrl'O 
hlghei than twelve degree* below zero It was 
useless to attempt to break roods, and the 
best plan was to follow as near y aa possible 
the aamo track and beat it down solid. Tho 
roads thus bcoame firm, while on the sides tto 
snow would melt more rapidly, leaving tho 
road high above the surrounding level. When 
moat of tie snow on iho praxes had molted, 
these roa^a remained and loonod like silver 
threads, stretching- aa far ai the eye could fol- 
low. The storm oamo so unexpectedly that 
most of tho corn van still In the field, and 
there was a scant nupply for the stock, snd 
many aniraula died. 
Siauy men who were 


caught by tho stoirn lost their live*. Every- 
thing upon which wild same was accustomed 
to toed was covered up and the result was 
almost extermination The deer which up to 
that time had been plentiful, suffered »roatly, 
and were easily killed by the hunters, Tno 
Indians who occupied the §tate had a tradition 
of a previous deep snow about the year 1800, 
which rivaled the fall of 1S30-31. 


A DBAIEB states that when apples are 


frozen in tight barrels they will not be 
injured unless they chance to be in the 
open air or where they will suddenly 
thaw out. When under cover in a tight 
room or cellar it frequently requires sev- 
eral weeks for them to thaw out The 
second time an npple freezes there is 
more danger of injury, but under favor- 
able conditions an apple may be frozen 
and thawed three times without injury. 
If an apple can be frozen in November 
and kept frozen all winter, it will come 
out in the spring in the same state that it 
was in the fall. It will not ripen while 
in the frozen state. Baldwins frozen the 
first of December and kept frozen until 
the middle of Mai ch «ill be too hard to 
eat the first of April, and in May will be 
about as ripe as they will be in January 
when not frozen,

2 United States assistant treas- 


urers. 


3. United States marshals 
4. United StatesfliBtrict attorneys. 
5. Pension agents. 
G. Survey ore general. 
7. Indian ag>-nts. 
These, with a few Territorial and 


Histrict of Columbia offices, com- 
prise the list to which the tenure-of- 
office act may be construed to apply.

A reso- 
lution was offered loosting the fair m the 
southeastern portion ot the state, and it 
came very near being carried, for it waa 
lost by a vote of 8 to 9. The question 
then narrowed down to a choice between 
Chicago and Decatur, for Peona and 
Springfield hadn't a ghost ot a show. 
Chicago was chosen by a vote of 10 
against 7 f or Deoatur. Some of the mem- 
bers from southern Illinois who voted for 
Chicago stated that they did so because 
it costs the people ot southern Illinois 
leea to send their exhibits to UhiosRo 
than to Deoatnr, Peoria or Springfield, so 
it is evident that tbe unjust freight dis- 
crimination even affects the location or 
the state fair. Springfield did all that 
oould be expected to be made the choice, 
but it is evident that nothing favoring 
Central Ulin-is can be expected from the 
present Board. They prefer to make the 
state fair a side show to the Chicago ex- 
position, even though they do so at a de- 
cided financial loss.

FARMING AS * A BUSINESS 


MistakPB Made KroiUoMlr Which Swallow

vested and make no comparisons at 
the end of the seasons with a view of 
discovering the true state of affairs 
from a business point ot view. As a 
rule, when one comes in possession oi 
a farm it is used as a source of produc- 
' ,ion, but that spirit of rivalry, and en- 
orprise noticeable with those who in-. 
vest in, other directions is lacking, and 
n that respect the farmer Is behind the 
age, for unless he learns to value time, 
obor, capital and products he will ali 
ways bo at sea and unable to arrive at 
definite conclusions or results 
Busi- 


ness men aio very caraful how they in- 


qn«"!tion. Perhaps'as reliable'an ex- 
periment on a large scale as' can b6 
luund is that mentioned by Joseph Snl- 


' livant in a pamphlet which he wrote 
npon pig-feeding. A large lot of hogs 
at Duncan's Falls, Ohio, were turned 
into a forty ocio corn-field on the ,10th 
day of September, 1869. They were 
catofully weighed wlion put in, and 
having remained in the field tdl the 23d 


j of October, they wore weighed again, 
and found to have gained sixteen thou- 
. and pounds, or ten pounds per bushel 
ot corn, supposing th* field. ,to have 
yielded forty bushels per acre. One 
hundred hogs were th«n selected frpm 
the lot, weighing two hundred pounds 
per head, and placed in large covered 
pens, with plank ftoo-rs and troughs; 
imd fed upon cob-meal, well cooked. 
At the end of a week they were weighed, 
and found to have gained twenty 
pounds for each bushel of seventy 
pounds of meal fed, tho weather being 
warm. 


I 
The first week in November being 


much cooler, they gained only fifteen 
pounds per bushel of cooked cob-me^a). 
The next week in November (being 
still colder) they gained only ten pounds 
per bushel, and the nest week (beUg 
jet still colder).gained, only six and a 
quarter pounds. This lot was then. 
sold, and another lot of one hundred 
was selected and fed m December.

able ""opportunities. The relative cost 
as to proportion o* food, loss of aTail- 
able matter from the soil, expense fot 
labor and teams, and many other im- 
portant items, can not be computed, 
while the actual amount of capital in- 
vested, with dividend and interest 
therefrom, is seldom taken into account 
at all. 
We do not wish to claim th at all farm- 


ers are thus negligent of true busi- 
ness matters. There are some who act 
on the contrary, and who have con- 
tributed not a little to the advancement 
of a better system of management 
among farmers; but, as a class, the far- 
mers are not, as methodical m their 
transactions rtnd business management! 
on the farm as they should be, and un- 
til they rectify this negligence they 
will always labor m the dark, and fail 
to discern the prospects of the suc- 
ceeding year, both in regard to the 
prices of the commodities they produce 
and the cost of the same. A farm rep- 
resents a certain amount of capital, 
and should produce more than the in- 
terest alone, for the farmer is just as 
much entitled to a dividend on his farm 
operations as is the business man who 
manufactures wares or ventures in 
trade. But in order to emulate bust- 


as the last in November, they gained 
six aad a quarter pounds per bushel. 
This lot being weighed again, middle, 
of January, the cold being at zero, 
they gained only one and a quarter 
pounds to tiiebubhel, and another week 
simply held their own weight, without 
any gain, the thermometer being tea 
decrees below zero.

These experiments are much more rej 
liable than if tried with a small num- 
ber of pigs. Individual errors are neu- 
tralized In large numbers. 


If we take this aa an illustration of 


the loss of food from winter tempera- 
ture, (and it may well be considered as 
a mild illustration of the effect of feed- 
ing in the open air through the winter, 
as°these hogs were well sheltered and 
only subjected to the low temperature) 
then we'find that from one-half to the 
whole ration is required to make up for 
the lower temperature of winter. In 
the coldest weather the best ration is 
entirely expended to keep the pigs 
warm. It has been often reported by 
the best eattle-freders, that cattle can 
not be made to gain in weight in the 
open air, In tbe coldest weather. We 
know alao, thatpigs,of the same weight, 
will consume one-third more food in 
winter than in summer. 
From this 


view it is plain that as, much food is 
wasted in keeping the pigs warm, in, 
the open air in winter, as it requires to 
fatten them in summer. This would 
make tho winter-fed litter cost fifty per 
cent, more per hundred pounds than 
the rammer-fed litter. If then a sum- 
mer-fed litter would afford a profit at 
four cents lire weight, a winter-fed lit- 
ter must sett at six cents to pay the 
s&m« profit. 
This moderate statement does seem 


to rule out the fall litter, to be fed 
through the winter in the open air, aa 
unprofitable. But, notwithstanding alt 
this show of facts, pig-jfeeders will go 
right on feeding pigs.in the open aif 
during winter, without a suspicion of 
their error or loss. And the reform,ol 
thia class is well-nigh hopelesSk- tor 
they do not "fool away their money" 
on .stock papers,'i.and consequently 
their attention is'not even called to the 
subject.' Brtt tHere is now a • large 
elans 'of farmers who believe there is 
ninth to fce learned about their busi- 
ness in all departments, and' they are 
ever ready tb consider what promises 
improvements. It is a pleasure to, 
make suggestions to such, and for 
these we write. 
These will see »t onee, not that the. 


fall litter of pigs should be omitted, 
on account of the facts given, but that 
the programme must be changed, and 
the pigs put into a warm, well venti- 
lated pen, where the temperature will 
be nearly aa mild aa summer, and 
where the pigs will eat and grow.as 
rapidly and cheaply as in summer. 
They will find no difficulty in prptect- 
m<* theirpigs from tbo cold of winter, 
and will have the advantage of having 
pigs to sell at the various seasons of 
the year, and be able to get the advan- 
tage of the best market.—National Live- 
stock Journal.
